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Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on 17 October 201 1 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following matters: only most of the recitations of "manway" have been changed 
to "walkway." All recitations must be the same in order to provide clear antecedent basis. 

Regarding the drawing, the claimed matter must be shown in the manner claimed. Note 
that the claim uses the term "consisting of in the preamble; therefore, a drawing which properly 
illustrates the invention cannot include the building (19). Additionally, the parking areas as 
shown are not "aerial layers that are formed between said motorway and said walkway"; rather, 
there is only one layer (i.e., not a plurality of, as denoted by the plural "layers") that could be 
considered to be aerial and the parking areas arc adjacent to, not "between" the motorway and 
walkway. At least one drawing which clearly and completely illustrates the invention as claimed 
must be present. No new matter may be entered.
